City Okays 
Work On 
Spears Tract 

Harold J. Spears, local sub¬ 
divider, who was called on the 
carpet by the city two weeks 
ago for ground preparation 
which did not conform with city 
requirements, has taken steps to 
correct the faulty work which 
had aroused the indignation of 
owners of property adjacent to 
the tract above the north section 
of Auburn avenue. 

Compacting of the fill layers 
and correction of improper 
drainage to eliminate flood 
hazard, is going ahead now un¬ 
der continuous city inspection 
and with the approval of City 
Engineer L. Frederick Pack. Ben 
Mobley, superintendent of the 
street department, is inspecting 
the work for the city. 

In addition, according to City 
Administrator R. Merritt Baker, 
the subdivider has disposed of 
the huge pile of brush accumu¬ 
lated at one ehd of the property 
which was regarded as a serious 
fire hazard. 

The brush was pushed into an 
excavation “as big as the City 
Hall,” Baker said, filled in and 
bulldozed down, all with ap¬ 
proval of the U.S. Forest Service.

Asking Bids 
For Signal 
Installation 

Traffic lights at the intersec¬ 
tion of Michillinda avenue and 
Foothill boulevard, long sought 
by Sierra Madre and Hastings 
Ranch residents, may be in oper¬ 
ation by late fall or early win¬ 
ter. Advertising for bids is 
scheduled for July 13 or there¬ 
abouts, and allowing for con¬ 
sideration of bids, awarding of 
contracts and legal procedures, 
work should get underway 
about mid-September, according 
to a spokesman in the Los An¬ 
geles office of the State Division 
of Highways. 

Installation Described 

The intersection has been the 
scene of fatal accidents. Strain 
on motorists, however, has been 
relieved to some extent by. the 
opening of Hastings Ranch road 
and traffic signals at its outlet 
at the Foothill and Rosemead in¬ 
tersection. 

Proposed project involving 
channelization on Foothill and 
installation of full traffic-actu¬ 
ated signals and lighting, is con¬ 
sidered by the State Division of 
Highways’ spokesman to be the 
highest type devised for traffic 
control on heavily traveled 
routes. 

Expense Shared 

The intersection involved 
comes under the jurisdiction of 
Los Angeles County and the 
Cities of Arcadia and Pasa¬ 
dena. The northwest comer lies 
within the Pasadena city limits, 
the southeast and northeast cor¬ 
ners in Arcadia and the south¬ 
west corner is owned by the 
county. 

Expense of the installation 
will be shared on the following 
basis: the state, one-half; L. A. 
county, one-quarter, and Arcadia 
and Pasadena dividing the re¬ 
maining quarter, with the latter 
city paying the larger share.

Library-School Cooperation 

Increased circulation in the 
children’s department Miss 
Moore attributed to the library’s 
1 work with the public school. 
Four classes averaging 22 pu¬ 
pils go to the library every two 
weeks from the school, she said, 
and also expressed satisfaction 
with progress of the special 
summer reading program for 
children which is in its second 
year. 

The librarian reported on the 
American Library Assn’s recent 
convention and allied confer¬ 
ences attended by her and 
other regular staff members. 

In conclusion she expressed 
appreciation for their coopera¬ 
tion to the individual board 
members and to the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre News.

The city-owned Canyon Swimming Pool is open again this 
summer and many residents are recalling that in March a recom¬ 
mendation was made to the City Council that the pool not be 
re-opened on the grounds that it is “a hazard to the safety and 
health of Sierra Madre children.” The recommendation was made 
by the Recreation Commission, an advisory group appointed by 
the mayor and City Council. 

While it is generally acknowledged that parking is difficult 
and traffic congested in the pool area and that the comparatively 
isolated location makes policing difficult, the city felt that com¬ 
petent private management might minimize these difficulties. 

UNDER PRIVATE MANAGEMENT 

The pool is being operated now by Mr. and Mrs. Jack N. Smith 
of Sierra Madre. 

Mrs. Smith has been the Red Cross swimming instructor there 
for many years and some of her Sierra Madre pupils are now life¬ 
guards and some are on their way to swimming championships. 

The pool water is checked daily for bacteria count and in¬ 
spected regularly by the county health department. The water 
always is chlorinated and is completely changed once a week
